To make one of these 


daisies, start by cutting out a 


cardboard flower like that in 
figure 1. This is to be the 
daisy. Color it bright yellow on 
both sides. 


Obtain a piece of spring wire 


and attach one end to a large, 
black or brown button. The 
button will be the center of the 
flower. Press the wire through 
the daisy (figure 2). Use 
thread to suspend a jingle bell 
from the point of each petal. 


Glue two thread spools 


together end-to-end and place 
them in the bottom of a flower 
pot. Insert the free end of the 
daisy's wire stem into the 
holes of the spools (figure 2), 
then pack the pot full of small 
pebbles to hold the spools and 
the stem upright.

To set the bells tinkling,

The Prisoners as Pawns 


The depressing and conscience- 


gnawing fact of the American prisoners 
of war in North Vietnam simply will not 
go away. In spite of the winding down of 
the American role in the ground combat, 
the release of the prisoners or assurance 
of better care for them seems no closer. 


A small group of relatives of the 


POW's have recently charged that the 
prisoners are being used, not only by the 
-North Vietnamese to try to force a 
quicker and complete withdrawal of 
American troops, but by the United 
States. "There has been no solution to 
the prisoner problem within the 
framework of Vietnamization", their 
statement says. "The pledge of 
President Nixon to maintain a residual 
force of troops within South Vietnam 
gives no real hope for the release of our 
men. In fact it creates a situation in 
which the prisoners have become 
political 
hostages." 
Individual 


statements are more bitter with charges 
that "we have become fair game for 
everyone" and "they cannot use my 
husband to spread the blood of 45 young 
men a week on Vietnam." 


Probably due to intransigence or 


perhaps hasty and 
ill-conceived 


statements on both sides, we seem to 
have reached an impasse in seeking 
release of the prisoners. North Vietnam 
has insisted the prisoners will not be sent 
Tiome either until all American troops 
are withdrawn or, more recently, until a 
date for that complete withdrawal has 
been set and publicly announced by the 
United States. President Nixon has said 
several times that we will keep troops in 
Vietnam until all prisoners are released 
— but he has not given assurance that 
upon such release will we get completely 
out. In fact he has based our withdrawal 
both upon the prisoner release and upon 
the ability of the South Vietnamese 'to 
defend themselves, a nebulous factor 
indeed. As long as the POW's can be 
used by the North Vietnamese as a 
bargaining device toward better terms 
for a peace settlement, they are not 
likely to be released. 


But while we can all readily 


recognize and acknowledge the callous 


use of the prisoners by the enemy, some 
Americans, like the group of relatives, 
are coming to wonder about the official 
American stand. It may stem from 
doubts about the exact audience for his 
statements on the prisoners that Mr. 
Nixon is trying to reach. While certainly 
it cannot be conceived that he would use 
American POW's to enhance his own 
image, it must be conceded that he does 
have trouble adjusting his former hard 
line toward communism with the 
American withdrawal. Thus, we have 
Vietnamization and perhaps that is why 
we also have his insistence that he will 
keep American troops in Vietnam as 
long as we have prisoners in the North. 
Is he trying with such a stand to bring 
about peace or to save his political 
strength among hawks, strong anti- 
Communists and the more conservative 
American voters? 


Behind-the-scenes negotiations, if 


they are occurring, are currently han- 
dicapped. The proposal of the South 
Vietnamese to send home more than six 
hundred North Vietnamese and the hope 
that some Americans might be released 
in exchange has ended with north 
Vietnamese refusal to accept only 13 
who indicated they wanted to return. It 
means little chance now for an ex- 
change. This may be a major problem in 
the future as well as we remember from 
the negotiations at Panmunjom that 
many of those who had been under 
Communist rule did not prefer to go back 
to it. 


Probably the only way to effect a 


quick release of most American POW's 
is to set a date for our complete with- 
drawal come what may in Vietnam. 
Since President Nixon has completely 
opposed this approach, it must be up to 
Congress. And there is still no real 
assurance even then that the North 
Vietnamese will send our prisoners 
home — not as long as they can be of 
strategic use. 


But questioning of the current policy 


in Washington is likely to grow just as 
has the general opposition to the con- 
tinuance of the war. It could be an issue 
in next year's elections.

Learn to Read Shakespeare 


Literary scholars have claimed that 


one of the reasons the works of William 
Shakespeare have enjoyed such en- 
during popularity is because they 
transcend their historical settings to 
speak to the universal problems of man. 
If two English drama experts are right, 
that insight even extended into the 
sacred area of sex. 


Dr. A. L. Rowse of Oxford University 


says the Bard's mind "dripped sex at 
every pore." He quotes author Eric 
Patridge ("Shakespeare's Bawdy") that 
Will "was an exceedingly knowledgeable 
amorist, a versatile connoisseur, and a 
highly artistic, ingeniously skillful 


practitioner of love-making, who could 
have taught Ovid a thing or two." 


However, don't go rushing off to 


Shakespeare's collected works if you're 
looking for a sexy book — unless you're 
prepared to learn something about 
Elizabethan English and do some hard- 
work in the bargain. The sex references 
are usually veiled, and play on words 
that require a scholar's knowledge of the 
King's English to appreciate. 


If you go in for that sort of reading, it 


might be worth the effort. At least you 
could claim you're reading some of the 
world's greatest literature in the 
process. 


Australia Caught In Middle 


The softer line toward mainland 


China taken by President Nixon has not 
only surprised and upset the Nationalist 
regime in Taiwan which at least publicly 
holds on to the hope that it may some day 
come to power again in Peking; it 
caught the conservative government in 
Australia by surprise. 


For years the Australians have of- 


ficially agreed with the former United 
States position that China had to show 
more evidence of disavowing aggressive 
moves to be permitted to become a 
respected member of the family of 
nations or admitted to the United 
Nations. But Australia's criticism of the 
Communist Chinese did not handicap its 
trade relations. Red China has been a 
major market for Australian wheat, in 
particular. Australian tourists were not 
prohibited from bringing home Chinese 
goods as Americans were until last year. 
Nor were the Chinese bothered by of- 
ficial Australian political ostracism. As 
long as they needed Australian goods 
they were willing to ignore government 
snubs. 


But this year things are different. The 


Chinese to date have shown no intentions 
of buying Australian wheat. They may- 
be growing enough of their own. But with 
tensions easing with the United States, 
the Chinese-may also feel they can af- 
ford to take a tougher line toward 


nations which do not sufficiently indicate 
friendship. There are Australian troops 
stationed in Singapore and Malaysia. 
And Australia's Wheat Board has been 
showing signs of concern that politics 
are handicapping trade relations. 


The opposition Australian Labor 


Party is also pushing this point of view 
for obvious reasons. The ALP is strong 
in the urban areas but lacks support in 
the country. Clearly its charges that 
official antagonism toward Peking's 
regime is prejudicing the sale of wheat 
are aimed at garnering votes among 
Australian farmers. Ideological con- 
siderations are often easily forgotten 
when economic factors are involved, in 
both Communist and capitalistic 
societies. 


Australia has had a conservative 


government since 1950 and its present 
coalition among the Liberal, Country 
and Democratic Labor parties is no 
exception. But events and attitudes in 
foreign capitals may have a big impact 
both upon economics and politics. 
Washington's new look at Peking, the 
continued expansion of Russian in- 
fluence in the Indian Ocean, financial 
handicaps to continued British presence 
in Asia (although the Conservative 
government in London would like to 
maintain it) as well as increased 
Japanese influence, all must have their 
effects upon Australian policies.
